BUILDING YOUR 
OWN WINE CELLAR 


common problem among young homemakers who want their own 
A wine cellar. however modest. is that usually they don’t have any 
extra space for it. Yet, for purely practical reasons, proper storage is 
most important. In the first place. almost every wine improves con- 
siderably when allowed to settle down for at least a week after delivery, 
At the same time, bottles of wine should be stored on their sides so 
that the wine keeps the cork moist. If not. the cork will dry out, letting 
in air. which ferments and sours the wine. Meeting these conditions 
is especially difheult for apartment dwellers. hard pressed for room 
to store their hats, let alone half a dozen bottles of their favorite vin- 
tage. Even for those people lucky enough to have a spare shelf or corner, 
there remains the tantalizing task of how to construct a solid pyramid 
out of slippery glass bottles. The neatest way to solve all these problems 
is to use wine storage bins that have been specially designed for small 
living quarters, Built of sturdy wood with a blond lacquer finish, each 
bin measures a compact 12” x 18” x 9” and has cubbyholes for twelve 
bottles of wine. As a single unit. the bin fits snugly into many an odd 
corner—in an unused part of a closet. under the kitchen sink, or even 
under a bed. These storage bins can also be built up like blocks, one 
upon the other, to provide a wine cellar of whatever dimensions you 
wish. If you plan to have a cellar, however, it may be wise to keep an 
extra bin in your kitchen in order to have a few bottles on hand for 
immediate use.

We have two young trees, a 

maple and a birch, each about 
six feet tall, growing in our yard. 
Each of them divides into two 
trunks about 18 inches from the 
ground. Should one trunk be cut 
off in each case; if so, when? L. B. 


A, Only one trunk should be al- 

lowed to develop if the 
strength and shape of the tree are 
not to be spoiled when the tree be- 
comes larger. Retain the strongest 
branch and cut off the other one 
very close to the junction in Octo- 
ber or November. 


Q. Would you please recommend 

some perennial flowers that 
will do well in a shady, damp 
location? Mrs. L. K. B. 


A, Boltonia, ajuga, eupatorium. 
day lily, Japanese iris, Siber- 
ian iris, forget-me-not, hardy 


primrose (Primula japonica) 
should all do well. 


Q. Would you suggest a quick. 

growing evergreen tree with 
short branches that will make a 
good screen and windbreak 15 or 


20 feet tall? D.L. A. 


A, American arborvitae should 

prove ideal. Ultimately, prun- 
ing may be required to keep the 
plant within the desired height. 


Q. Little blackish bulbs have 

developed on several of my 
lilies where the leaves come out 
of the stalk. Do you think they 
are worth planting? G.D.Y. 


A, By all means. Plant them 
now, about one inch deep. 
where you want to grow them per- 
manently. They will start flower- 
ing in from three to five years. 


Q. My perennial border is badly 

in need of renovating, but I 
don't know whether I should tend 
to it now or wait for spring. 
Please advise me. Jj. 8.0. 


A, Tend to it now. Autumn is 

preferable to spring for reno- 
vating a perennial bed in almost 
every instance. 


Q. My young wisteria plant has 

seemingly done well, and has 
already climbed to the porch 
eaves, but for some reason hasn't 
produced a single blossom, What 


should I do about it? D.K.N. 


A, Just be patient, for your 

plant is probably too young 
for blossoming. It will very likely 
start in a couple of years. 


My tuberous begonias have 
flowered well this past sum- 
mer, but are now slowing down. 
Please tell me how to store the 
bulbs for winter. Should they be 
kept moist? G. 


A, After growth dies down and 

withers, put the bulbs in peat 
moss, sand, or sawdust and store 
in a temperature of 45 to 50 de- 
grees. Keep packing material

Q. I would like to try growing 

hardy ferns outdoors. What 
sort of special conditions do they 
require?

A, The chief requirements of 

most kinds are shade and @ 
moist soil which contains ag 
abundance of leaf mold or other 
type of humus. 


Please recommend a cover 
crop to plant in my vegetable 
garden for turning over in the 
springtime. C.0.T,

A, Winter vetch and winter rye 

are both good; probably the 
latter is more reliable. Sow at the 
rate of 144 pounds per 100 square 
feet of soil. 

Is it difficult to grow day 

lilies from seed? Several of 
my plants formed nice pods which 
I kept after they ripened. When 
can they be sown? S. T. B. 


A, Day lily seeds will sprout 

fairly easily if sown outdoors 
in autumn, but the flowers will 
probably differ in color from 
those of the mother plant.

he simplest of materials ingeniously used can often 

rescue an old but still functioning apparatus, and in 
the process, produce a handsome addition to the home. 
A case in point is the modern clock shown at the top of 
this page. The materials responsible for the transforma- 
tion are common enough—a length of bamboo, an old 
coffee can, a piece of wood or a sheet of plywood, a dozen 
chair glides, solder, glue, and screws.

NECESSARY MATERIALS for the modern clock include an old 
clock in working order, twelve chair glides, a coffee can, a piece 
of wood with attractive grain, not over 2" thick ('4” plywood will 
be most suitable).

TO MAKE CLOCKFACE AS SUGGESTED, a single piece of wood 
measuring 13” x 13” can be used, but greater interest will be created 
if four 6" squares of wood are used, grain alternating in adjacent 
quadrants.

TO MARK THE HOURS, chair glides are driven in place 
around face instead of numerals, six inches from center. 
Lengths of split bamboo are screwed in place around edge of 
face to finish. To support clock, a small piece of wood is 
glued to back of face, as indicated in diagram shown earlier 


SPLITTING bamboo for use 
around front of clockface is 
simple, requiring only a 
sharp chisel. Rest bamboo on

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A HOUSE THAT GROWS WITH THE FAMILY 


f all the stipulations which young families make when 
O they are buying or building a house. two crop up with 
predictable regularity: a home within their budgets and one 
which will meet the space requirements of a growing family. 
Often the two requirements are not easily reconciled and what 
many so lightly call a budget home may well be beyond the 
means of many more. Architect George Tsuruoka understands 
the problems of young and growing families because he and 
his wife are among this large group. He believes that the 
expansible house offers many possibilities to those who, from 
necessity, must start home ownership with a minimum house. 
Such a plan must be considered with profound regard to 
studied and economical expansion. otherwise the result is a 
poorly integrated plan which makes additions more expensive 
than practical. Beginning with a three-bedroom plan. architect 
Tsuruoka, in co-operation with home builders across the coun- 
try, has designed a flexible house which may be reduced 
or expanded to meet individual needs. As we have pointed 


out frequently in these pages, varying conditions 


both climatic and physical—labor and material costs, builé 
ing codes and requirements affect cost to the builder and 
to the individual. Working primarily with builders in the 
Chicago area where building costs are comparatively high, 
the architect designed this house to cost $15,000 or under, 
without land. As is our custom, the plans were submitted to 
builders in different regions for estimates. This house will 
appear in the Parade of Homes to be held during National 
Home Week in Cleveland, Ohio. and Louisville, Kentucky, 
Above and below are views of a basic house with one bedroom; 
on the opposite page is the same house with addition of two 
bedrooms, bath. and garage. Simplicity of architecture and 
choice of materials have kept down cost. Roof pitch was 
planned to take asphalt shingles: exterior is asbestos cement 
flat sheets which can be painted or left a natural gray. Like

The hottest news in the cold science of population 
statistics is the fact that the stork is working over- 
time these days.

Today. in a very real sense. both parents have the 
baby. And this partnership is probably the largest 
single factor behind the growing interest in so-called 
“natural childbirth.” When Bob and Barbara first 
sought information about natural childbirth before 
their daughter. Tina, was born, they were told——de- 
pending upon whom they asked—that it was woman's 
emancipation from childbirth pain, or a return to 
medieval midwifery or, with a shrug. “just a fad.” 
Some of its enthusiasts endow it with all sorts of vir- 
tues. They claim it makes labor shorter, painless. less 
tiring to the mother, safer for the baby: that it offers 
less possibility of false labor; and it would seem. turns 
childbirth into a pleasant way to spend an idle day. 
Critics denounce the method as “hypnotism,” charg- 
ing it is successful only with hysterical and immature 
women; that it forces mothers to do without the scien- 
tific help that medicine has developed for childbirth; 
that it is psychologically damaging for the woman un- 


able to carry it off completely, making her feel inade- 


quate. Where does the truth lie? As usual, some- 
where in the middle ground. according to most re- 
sponsible doctors. They feel there is error on both 
sides. Some of the proponents of natural childbirth 
have a number of distorted notions about the pro- 
gram. On the other hand. many doctors have refused 
to give it a fair chance. Basically, natural childbirth 
is an effort to eliminate fears which create muscle ten- 
sion—-making a mother actually fight against herself 
during the birth process and causing unnecessary pain. 
It tries to avoid heavy anesthesia, if possible, so the 
mother can be a conscious and important partner in 
the job of delivering a baby. It emphasizes that labor 
is what it sounds like--hard work-—-and not a dismal 
operation ending nine months of illness. It in-

Your table can be one of the most dramatic displays in your home. 
The festivity of parties is directly proportionate to its gala appear- 
ance, Similarly, how the table looks has much to do with the spon- 
taneity of everyday family dining. Important as it is to the enjoyment 
of living, why is the table’s appearance so often overlooked? The 
answer is that the homemaker’s imagination so often 
runs dry. One way to remedy the situation is to think 
of a table-setting as a picture. In your mind’s eye, 
imagine how it would look framed by a window. If 
you are planning an outdoor table, envision it as it 
might be seen through the scenic window of your living room. If you 
are arranging a table in your dining room, think of it as it might be 
seen through the window by a passer-by. As in painting a picture, the 
boundaries of a frame are an invaluable help in pulling the elements 
of the table-setting composition together. They also sharp-focus the 
relationship of the table with its background. For example, color co- 
ordination for an outdoor table becomes easier when you consider the 
color of the painted fence, the flowers or foliage, the terrace against 
which it will stand. Inside the house, the color of a painted wall or the 
pattern of a papered one is an important consideration. Once you 
have seen your table as a composition—like the painter—you can use 
color expressively, choosing from a palette which suits the personality 
of yourself and your family. Besides making dining more of an oc- 
casion, a terrace table arranged from the vantage point of a window 
presents a picture to be enjoyed from inside the house. If set up in- 


doors, a table can be a display you’ll be proud for a passer-by to see.

How is one to 
decide which recording to buy. 
particularly in the ease of well- 
known classics of which there are 
likely to be several versions? To 
help answer this question. here 
are a few practical hints on judg- 
ing records.

You are the final judge of what 
you like. Just as in the case of 
food. taste in music and in all 
questions related to music is a 
purely per-onal matter. Only you 
can decide. for example. how 
close you like to be to the soloists 
in an opera or a concerto. 

ately for us, so many re- 

gs are now being issued 

not only of the standard classics. 
but of some of the less-known 
works as well--that in many in- 
stances we can find something 
tailored to our individual tastes 
In those matters, of course. vou 
need ne suggestions from me or 
anyone else. The following points. 
therefore. are concerned with 
standards of excellence which all 
records should meet. quite apart 
from the question of taste. 

As you probably know, nowa- 
days all recordings are first made 
on tape. The fidelity that this 
method permits is nothing short 
ing and far outstrips any 
previously known. The tape 
then copied on to a master dise. 
from which your final reeord ulti- 
mately comes. In the process of 


of am 


transference, there may be re- 
corded into the dise a certain 
amount of noise, known as “tape 


hiss.” Some of this is unavoid- 
able. vet it should never be so 
loud as to interfere with your en- 
joyment of the music. 

An excessive tape hiss can be 
discovered very simply, by merely 
putting the needle down at the 
very outside of the record. in the 
dead grooves. before the music 
begins. If the music has what 
sounds like a great deal of record 
seratch, while the dead grooves 
are relatively quiet, that means 
that the seratch or hiss, is re- 
corded into the record. and is not 
the result of a noisy surface. 
further confirm this, see whether 
the spirals between movements or 
between selections are also quiet. 

Several record companies have 
been reissuing on LP's copies, or 
“dubs.” as they are called. of the 
old 78 rpm discs. This is a per- 
fectly legitimate practice. and a 
valuable one. since it enables us 
to have. in the more convenient 
long-playing form. performances 
that might otherwise be unavail- 
able. In some cases. thanks to 
the genius of the engineers, these 
dubs are of even better quality 
than the originals! However. 
since the quality can hardly be 
expected to match that of the 
latest recording techniques, the 
record company should include 
on the jacket a statement to the 
effect that the

Some records have been issued 
without that information. There- 
fore, here are a few hints to assist 
you in spotting a record of that 
sort. First. the surface noise 
(which may be noticeably higher

suggest you close your eyes as 
you listen to that sound. Li you 
can “see” an old-style dise re- 
volving as you listen, thats a 
fairly good indication that the 
record was copied from just such 
a dise. 

Do you recall that the old 78 
rpm dises were brighter in tone 
towards the outside, and became 
duller towards the inside? That 
Was most apparent during radio 
broadcasts, when the inside of one 
dise would be followed immedi- 
ately by the outside of the next 
record. Well, it the LP shows a 
tendency to brighten up in tone 
quality, about every four minutes 
(the usual length of a 78 rpm 
side), you can be quite sure that 
it is a dub of the older records. 

Reeording techniques have im- 
proved fantastically during the 
past few years. Lt is now possible 
to capture sounds that would have 
eluded the engineers just a few 
years ago. llowever, it appears 
that seme of the engineers are 
reveling in their new-found abili- 
ties, with the result that seme 
records now emerge with exees- 
sive echo and reverberation. This 
is wonderful when certain effects 
are wanted, as in the case of 
hovelly arrangement~ of popular 
songs. It also gives an excellent 
sense of actually being in the 
concert hall, in the case of a large 
work for full chorus and orches- 
tra. However, this excessive 
amount of echo can sometimes 
blur the details of a work for 
smaller or more intimate forces. 

Again, may | suggest that, as 
you listen to a new record. you 
close your eyes, and ask yourself 
where the performers are. rela- 
tive to you. You may find that the 
echo, while perhaps supplying a 
pleasing sound at first, ultimately 
gives you the feeling of being in 
the baleony of a large hall, while 
the performers are on the stage! 

The opposite extreme from this 
is the recording that seems to 
have been made in a telephone 
booth—with no reverberation 
whatsoever. Before you buy a 
work, therefore, compare several 
versions by means of this closed 
eye test. There is a good chance 
that you will have the performers 
just where vou prefer them.
